10. (Currently Amended) A muntin clip for use with a muntin grid between panes of glass of 
a sash window separated by a pane separator, the muntin grid including a muntin bar end, the 
muntin clip comprising: 

a base having first and second opposed sides and a lip extending from the first ^ ide of the 
base, the lip having a textured surface thereon, the textured s urface having a piuriility c f 
protrusions thereon, the protrusions extending a distance fro m the textured surface, the distance 
being substantially smaller than a length and a width of the creating a textured surface, the 
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textured surface adapted to fiictionally engage the separator such that the protrusions engage the 
separator ; and 

a leg extending from the second side of the base and configured to engage the rountin bar 
end, the leg having first and second opposed surfaces, the first surface having at least one 
projection extending therefrom adapted to engage the muntin bar end and the second surface 
having at least one projection extending therefrom adapted to engage the muntin bar end. 

1 1 . (Currently Amended) A sash window comprising: 

a first pane of glass and a second pane of glass spaced from the first pane of glars by a 
pane separator, each of the first iind second panes of glass being generally planar *ind having two 
opposed, generally planar major surfaces and a plurality of smaller edge surfaces defined by 
perimeters of the two major surfaces, wherein the first pane is generally parallel to the second 
pane and positioned such that one of the major surfaces of the first pane is in spaced and 
confronting relation to one of the major surfaces of the second pane; 

a muntin grid located between the first pane and second pane including a muntir bar; and 
a muntin clip located between the first pane and the second pane and having a base 
having a first s urfac e b e ing t e xtur e d for a textured surface, the textured surface having i plurality 
of protrusions distributed over an entirety of the textured surface to create a surface texture on 
the textured surface, the textured surface frictionally engaging the separato r such that th e 
plurality of protrusions engage the separator, and a leg extending from the base and engaging the 
muntin bar. 

12. (Currently Amended) The sash window of claim 1 1 wherein the first textured surface is 
located on a lip extending from the base , and the textured surface covers substantially an entire 
face of the lip ,
